Sharpness VF30 but dk steel with 
lightly granular surfaces. Variety with 12 harpstrings, and the R's are 
from corrected B's. Called very rare by Breen. Vlack 14, Breen 158. See 
the "Redbook" page 24. 




4.1760 VOCE POPULI HALFPENNY VF20. Choice glossy choc brn. Breen 226, 
Nelson 2, Zelinka 4-B. A bit softly struck in the centers, but clearly 
better struck than the Norweb example and the Breen plate coin.

Though the date appears similar 
to the pseudo "1700" N-6 variety listed in the Redbook, this is the more 
common N-2.
